ALBANY, June 22.—In the Joint Conven- 
tion the ballot for the short term was Com- 
bined vote—Jacobs 52, Conkling 32, Wheeler 
40, Lapham 26, Cornell 2, Folger 1, Bradly 1, 
Rogers 1. No choice. 

For long term: Combined vote—Platt 26, 
Kernan 53, Depew 52, Cornell 8, Crowley 7, 
Wheeler 3, Bliss 1, Tremaine 1, Lapham 3, 
Rogers 1. No choice. 

At the conclusion of the roll call Senator 
Fowler rose and said it had been viven out 
that the votes castfor John C. Jacobs were 
void, and in view of the fact]thatsuch may be 
ihe decision of the Convention and thus an 
‘lection forced, at the request of Senator 
Jacob he would change his vote 
to Clarkson N. Potter.

The Heli-Breeds Offer a Compromise 
Special to the l’o: t-Dispatch. 

ALBANY, June 22.—Immediately after the 
adjournment of the Investigatin s Committee 
this morning the Half-Breeds held a caucus 
in which they agreed upon a programme: 
that upon the meeting of the Joint Conven- 
tion and before the balloting begun Senator 
Lynde should arise to a question of 
privilege announcing a proposition hv the 
Half Breeds for a compromise—that they 
would vote solidl¥Y for one IIalf- Breed and 
one Stalwart, the Half-Breed to be Depew 
and the Stalwart anv one except Conkling or 
Piatt, but weuld not vote for either of those 
if the deadlock was maintained 
until December 31. In order to prove 
their sincerity ex-Vice President Wheeler 
Was Withdrawn and the Half-Breeds’ com- 
missioner sent around to consult with the 
Half-Breed members, instructing themsthat 
they concentrate on any Stalw rt 
except Conkling or Platt. W heeler’s 
representative agreed to the compromise 
after telegraphic communication with Whee- 
ler and Lapham was selected. The agent 
was then instructed by Robertson to notify 
all the Half-Breeds of the Intended pro- 
gramme. The agent says the proposition meets 
the enthusiastic endorsement of the Lalf- 
Breeds, and that they propose to show 
they do not desire to control the Senatorial 
election, but are willing to compromise in 
the interest of the party. The Joint Confer- 
ence resumed its session at noon. The Half 
breeds deciccd to postpone the Lapham pro- 
vyrumme until after the first ballot in order to 
test their strength. 


Conkling’s Speech. 

ALBANY, June 22.—Conkling and Platt 
were both present at the Stalwart conference 
lastevening and the former addressed the 
mee ing atsome length, His 1emarks were 
mai: ly directed to counseling his hearers to 


be steadfast to the parzy of true Republican 
ideas and principles, and to beware of the 
corrupt group of politicians who are striving 
to destroy that party and its prestige. He 
warned them against the men who are ap- 
proaching them with corrupt enticements, 
and referred in this connection to the bribery 
investigation in progress before the Assem- 
bly Committee and Grand Jury. 
He said that true Republicans 
should disdain to employ such means to ac- 
complish any ends as have been employed by 
the supporters of Depew. After dwelling 
upon the growing power of monopolies in 
this country he spoke of the various corpo- 
rate influences that have been arrayed against 
the Stalwarts. He said it was almost inevi- 
tably a severe task to fight wealth, but more 
especially was it difficult to do so when the 
millions were unserupulously used by 
corrupt agents. He thought the time 
had now come for true Republicans 
to put themselves on record upon this sub- 
ject, and aflirmed that he had no doubt of the 
final result of the contest between corruption 
on the one hand and honesty on the other. 
The power of railroad corporations has grown 
immensely inthe United States, and it is 
mostly to be feared when it undertakes to 
debauch sworn legislators. Whenever such 
a state of affairs is at hand there can be no 
doubt of the duty of every true 


lover of his party and his country. 


The system of corruption, no matter by 
whom countenanced, should be exposed, de- 


nounced and checked, and on no account | 


should anyone be shielded from the conse« 
quences of such a great crime. Conkling then 
ulluded to some of the persons who have been 
acting as leaders of the Half-Breeds, and ask- 
ed if any honorable man can for one moment 
think of sompromising with such notorious 
characters? He drew attention to 
the testimony already given de— 
fore the Assembly Bribery Committee 
and commented upon some parts of it in de- 
tail. If there is anything that sbould dis- 
tinguish a Republican it should be his per- 
sonal honesty. This should be particularly 
the ease if, as in the present instance, official 
positions are occupied by those who represent 
the party, and yet men presuming 
to be Republicans have become notorious 
as lobbyists for the purpose 
of furthering their own selfish purposes and 
for no other end. If this condition of affairs 
is to continue where will the country go? 
Where will the party be? What guarantee 
will the people have that the Republican 
party which saved ethe Union and emanci- 
— the slaves is honestly endeavoring to 
venefit the entire people? Where can the 
citizens of the State of New York find a party 
to fight their battles against 
corporate monopolies and against bri- 
bery and corruption in every form, 
whether in Albany orelsewhere? He left the 
question to be answered by all who heard 
bim as they might consider right. So far as 
he is concerned he confessed that he can see 
no hope for any party or clique of men which 
starts out with bribery as its corner stone 
and the actsof the — as its decorations. 
He hoped, he sincerely hoped, that the 
charges of the profuse use of money in the 
Legislature ure untrue. He could 
not help, however admitting that 
from the testimony already taken he is thor- 
oughly convinced that there is cause to be 
Vigilant and careful. He would particularly 
warn all Republicans against prostituting 
public office for money or patronage. Conk- 
ling dwelt further upon the topics of corpo- 
rate monopolies and official corruptions 
which they induce in his most earnest man- 
ner. He desired that his words should produce 
the most profound impression of which they 
were capable. It was only at the repeated 
request ofsome of his friends that he had 
consented to attend the conference, and he 
was induced to speak only after much en- 
treaty, but he considered it his duty to warn 
his friends against the unscrupulous attempts 
“hich have been and still are being made to 
prevent a free expression of opinion 
on the part of Senators and Assembly- 
men of the State of New York 
us to who shall be elected to the United 
States Senate. He opposed any combination 
with the object of electing a Stalwart coupled 
with a Half-Breed Senator. If two Republi- 
can Senators were' elected they must be pure 
Stalwarts and men whose characters were 
sbove suspicion. They must stay here until 
the bribery investigation was closed. If the 
Half-Breeds still pressed the selection of unfit 
candidates and continued to stand without 
the pale of the party organization, 
and it was impossible to elect 
stalwart Republicans, they should favor an 
adjournment, thus allowing the rank and file 
of the Republican partyin the State to pass 
onthe point at issue. Failingin this the 
Stalwarts ought to stand by their colors until 
the 31st day of December if necessary. 

Mr. Conkling was positive and emphatic in 
addressing his supporters. Ile spoke over an 
bour. His,speech was filled with historical 
precedentsiearing upon the courtesy. due 
Senators in making executive appointments. 
t included a history of the Simmons case in 
Boston. Conkling’s statement did not differ 
trom that already given by Gen. Grant. 


The Bribery Investigation. 

ALBANY, N. Y., June 22.—In the bribery 
investigation Gen. Tracy appeared as counsel 
for the committee inthe absence of Mr. Bangs. 
Gen. Tracy said he would prefer, on his own 
xsccount, that a further adjournment be taken 
until to-morrow. Mr. Peckham. remarked: 
It seems possible to get through with the 
hearing to-morrow and under the circum- 
stances the request of Gen. Tracy seems a 
proper one. Mr. Skinner suggested that if 
counselcannot attend that. the committee go 
on with the investigation. A consultation 
was had, and it was decided to confinue the 
hearing. Gen. Tracy then appealed to the 
committee to relieve him forthe day by ad- 
journing. Such a course would not result 
in any loss of time tothe committee, and he 
hoped they would not proceed this morning. 
Mr. Rosendale believed another dav would 
permit all the testimony to be brought in. 
The committee then voted to adjourn until 
Thursday. 

Jacobs’ Withdrawal. 

ALBANY, June 22.—The Democrats in 
both Houses met in caucus in the Senate 
Chamber. Assemblyman Benedict called at- 
tention to the sudden and unexpected 


withdrawal of the cannidacy of Senator 
Jacobs and asked for an explanation. Sena- 
tor Jacobs explained that he had 
been informed the Governor would declare 
votes cast for him for U. S. Senator as void. 
He said he had the moment of be— 
ing informed of this determined 
to withdraw his name from the canvass. Ihe 
effect, he said, of declaring his 
vote void would be the election of 
some Republican candidate who happened 
to get a majority of the quorum with the 
Democratic vote omitted. 


The Readjusters’ Coalition. 

WASHINGTON, June 22.—Oflicials and 
others here who are working for a coalition 
of the Readjusters and Republicansin Vir- 
ginia claim that the meeting of the State 
Central Committee held in Richmond 
vesterday was not legitimate on 
the ground that Chairman Lewis, who 
was alone empowered to call 
a meeting of the committee changed the date 
from the 21st tu the 28th, before the committee 
met. The coalitionists say that they will 
have a‘majority at the meeting on the 28th and 
that they will then have direct authority from 
the President to say that he favors the coali- 
tion. It is not probable though that yester- 
day’s action of the committee can be 
changed by the claim that it was illegal. 

A RENEGADE. 

Congressman Speer, of Georgia, who was 
elected as an Independent Democrat, has de- 
clared his purpose to vote with the Republi- 
cans in the organization of the next House. 
He made this declaration to the 
President when asking the latter for 
a favor, and said he expected the Democrats 
to make the same sort of attack on him that 
they made on Mahone, as he was determined 
to leave the Democracy and vote with the 
Republicans.

LONG BRANCH, June 22.—Mrs. Garfield is 
improving rapidly. She is able to walk to 
the beach, and takes a short drive daily. The 
President will not leave for Washington for 
several days, and has accepted an invitation 
tobe present atthe reunion of the Seventh 
Regiment to-morrow. 


The Cabinet Ministers. 

WASHINGTON, June 22,—Secretary Lincoln 
did not return to-day but will remain a few 
days — at Long Branch, Secretaries 
Hunt and Windom left this morning for Long 
Branch to confer with the President. Sec- 
retary Blaine remains at Washington until 
the last of next week and then goes with his 
family to Maine.

FRANCE IN TUNIS. 

In the House of Lords last night Lord De 
la Warr, Conservative, moved for pa ers on 
the Tunisian affair, and condemned the ac- 
tion of the Government on the Tunisian ques- 
tion. 

Lord Granville replied France had assured 
the Government that British treaty richts 
should not be interfered with. The Govern- 
ment, he-said, was sensible of the fact that 
incidents mightgarise on which it would be 
their duty to ask for frank explanations, but 
as the Government had not opposed the past 
action of France in Tunis, he could not see 
the advantage of — into petty squabbles 
on that action unless it led to an invasion of 
the British treaty rights.

It is observed in official circles 
that Russia cannot possibly make such an 
exhibition of herself before the 
world as to try a thousand or two 
political offenders, and as something must be 
done with all these prisoners, to make room 
for others, the only way to dispose of them 
quietly and expeditiously is by a system of 
administrative deportation which Gen. Meli- 
koff, late Minister of the Interior, sought to 
abolish. 

_ NIHILIST FACTIONS. 

BERIIN, June 22.—Intelligence from St. 
Petersburg represents that anew number of 
a revolting organ called the Black Division 
made its appearance there on the 10th inst. 
It opposes the programme of the terrorists 
advocated by the section of the par- 
ty represented by the publication 
called AVN of the People,“ and from which 
the“ Black Division“ has now finally seceded. 
The Czar and all high officials have received 
a letter contradicting the report that they 
had been sentenced to death by the Revolu- 
tionists. The letter is believed to emanate 
from the leaders of the “Black Division.“

The Remains of the Alleged Exposer of 
Masonic Mysteries Found. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 22.—A Batavia, N. V., 
special says; The town is now filled with 
excitement over the discovery of what is 
believed to be the remains of William Mor- 
gan, the man who betrayed the secrets of the 
Free Masons in his book entitled ‘‘Morgan’s 
Illustrations of Masonry,’’fifty-five years ago, 
and was abducted and made away with before 


his work was given to the 


public. The bones were found 
in the town of Pembroke, eleven miles west 
of Batavia, covered with thick layers of 
rock and dirt. A silver ring,with the mono- 
gram ‘*W.M.,’’ was found with the remains, 
also a tin box which dropped to pieces on 
being handled; manuscript in it bearing the“ 
words, Masons,“ ‘‘liar,’ “prison, **kill’’ 
and the full name, Henry Brown.” At the 
time of Morgan’s disappearance Henry 
Brown was a lawyer of Batavia 
and a prominent Mason. He also 
wrote a book a few years after Morgan’s ab- 
duction, striving to show that although Mor- 
gan was abducted there was no proof that 

e was murdered. If it shall now appear, 
says the special, thatthe body found is ac- 
companied by a 12 letter signed 
Brown, the inference will be irresistible that 
the remains are those of William Morgan 
and that Henry Brown, the great defender o 
the Masons, was one of the murderers. This 
discovery bids fair to explode the other theo- 
ries regarding the fate of Morgan. 


VEXING VANDERBILT. 


Jay Gould’s Scheme to Divide the Chi- 
cago, Buffalo and Detroit Business. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHICAGO, June 22.—A rumor to the effect 
that negotiations are now pending between 
the Wabash and Baltimore and Ohio Roads, 
for the purpose of establishing another anti- 
Vanderbilt line between this city and Buf- 
falo, via Detroit, is given considerable cre- 
dence bere. This line it is said is to run over 
the Baltimore and Ohio from this city to 
Auburn, a distance of 146 miles, thence over 
the Butler Branch of the Wabash from 
Auburn to Detroit. from which 
point the Great Western will be 
used. This arrangement if consummated 
will prove a severe blow to Vanderbilt’s in- 
terests, as heretofore he has had full control 
of the business between Chicago, Detroit and 
Buffalo. The proposed line being several 
miles shorter to Detroit than the Michigan 
Central], it naturally expects to divide busi- 
ness with that road. This will give the Wa- 
bash an excellent and desirable outlet from 
Chicago. Itis presumed the Baltimore and 
Ohio have been induced to join hands with the 
Wabash in order to throw business 
over the Chicago extension of the former 
road to make it profitable, as it has never 
— a very remunerative investment hereto- 
ore. 


A MURDEROUS MOTHER. 


A Servant Girl Confesses to the Murder 
of Four Illegitimate Children.

MADISON, WIS., June 22.—A servant girl 
named Augusta Shimming, employed in 
Dunkirk, in this county, was arrested last 
night for murdering her illegitimate child as 
soon as born. She was taken sick a few days 
ago, but refused to allow any one inthe 
room.

stable boy soon discovered the dead body 
of the baby under the manure pile, and on 
making the facts known the girl was arrested. 
She tells many conflicting stories and impli- 
cates several respectable farmers. She also 
acknowledges that this is the fourth child she 
has put out of the way under similar circum- 
stances.

ossible to the Atlantic seaboard. 

King believes that the 
surface currents of air set 
steadily eastward, and this trip is intended 
as an experiment alone preparatory to a voy- 
age across the Atlantic. 

The funds for the r trip have 
already been subscribed, and it will be made 
in the early fall, probably from the Mississippi 
River, with a very large balloon and all facil- 
ities for scientific observations.

A SPORTING DUCHESS. 


AChat About an Eminent Lady and 
Some Famous Race Horses. 
From the London World. 


When Sir Robert Peel said that on one day 
at Newmarket the company was so distin- 
guished that he counted eight dukes on the 
Heath, he was quite aware that, however 
many dukes may come and go at Newmarket, 
there is one duchess who is as emphatically 
“the duchess’’as the late Baron Meyer de 
Rothschild was ‘‘the Baron.’’ When itis 
asked whether the duchess is at Newmarket, 
no gapirg question is asked concerning the 
lady’s more precise identity. The Dowager 
Duchess of Montrose, who married that pat- 
tern of noble sportsmen, Mr. Stirling Craw- 
furd, is known by sight to every living crea- 
ture in Newmarket; and whether she walks 
on the ‘‘severals,’”’ on the lime-kilus,“ on the 
Heath, or up High strect to the top of the 
town, she is *“‘capped’’ by all who meet her. 
Should the erratic Frisco—a dachshund of 
surprising length, bandiness and beauty— 
become involved in prolonged discussion with 
any of the army of dogs occupying Newmar- 
ket, somebody is always ready to capture that 
adventurous animal, and bring him to his 
loving mistress safe and sound: for the duch- 
ess is known to be very much attached to her 
numerous dogs, and is as popular with train- 
ers, training boys, and even with touts as 
with that distinguisbed social circle of which 
she is the center and the ornament. 

It is tothe Duchess of Montrose and Mr. 
Crawfurd that the more recent, and it may be 
added more decent, life of Newmarket is in 
great measure due. It was they who set the 
foshion of entertaining largely during the 
seven race weeks at that Mecca of the turf 
towards which true believers turn when they 
consult the Racing Calendar. It became the 
fashion for men to take their wives to New- 
market, and instead of passing their even- 
ings over strong drink and chicken-hazard 
after a poor dinner at the Jockey Club or the 
rooms, to look for the best French 
cookery, the best wine aud the best 
society. That dash of rowdyism which af- 
fected many of the good old race of sports- 
men bas gradually faded out, and even 
stable-boys are less liberal of blasphemy than 
of yore. Except on the very great days, such 
as the Guineas,” the Cesarewitch and the 
Cambridgeshire, when outer barbarians oc- 
cupy town and Heath in force, Newmarket is 
one of the quietest places in the world, ca- 
pableof**viving weight’’ to Salisbury for 
stillness, as it can to Broek for cleanliness. 
All is at other times in ‘‘apple-pie” order; 
and a monkey“ or so having been won or 
lost during the afternoon, the present pat- 
rons of borse-racing go home to their several 
cottages to tea, and at night the“ pick of the 
basket”? may be found a hospitable. 


SEFTON LODGE, 

This abode may best be described as a 
really comfortable house which plays at be- 
ing acottage. The ceilings are not lofty, and 
it is —— to walk out of the garden into 
the drawing-room. But there is plenty of 
space for handsome vases, rich furniture, 
and that general air of roominess and comfort 
essential to the insularideaof home. Iman 
antercom isa wonderfully complete collec- 
tion of fine engravings after Landseer, and 
etchings by the artist himself. The dining- 
room is the perfection of comfort; and then 
everything is onthe ground-floor, and no- 
body goes up-stairs, except to bed. Sefton 
Lodge is ‘‘quite’ the sunniest and pleasant- 
est spotin Newmarket. Itis alive with dogs 
Besides the redoubtable Frisco, there are 
Dandie Dinmonts, collies, retrievers, dogs of 
all sorts, sizes and peculiarities. Without 
sings the lark; below lie the “Severals;“ on 
the left the Warren Hill: a little to the right 
Sherrard’s—once Joe Dawson’s—Bedford 
Lodge, the famous training establishment, 
where the name of Prince Charlie is yet as a 
household word, and the belief is cherished 
that the Rake would have won the Derby if 
that grand old mare Mayonaise, whose 
declining years are passed pleasantly in the 
paddock of the brood farm, is often the sub- 
jeet of conversation at Sefton Lodge. As a 
dam, she is even as she was as a racer, more 
magnificent in look than in deed. Sports- 
men now beginningto show silverin their 
golden bocks can recollect how proudly poor 
“Tiny’’ Wells rode out of the paddock, wear- 
ing Mr. Crawfurd’s “all scarlet,” on the 
slashing Mayonaise, just before the Oaks 
which succeeded Musjid’s Derby, in which 
the famous jockey had carried Sir Jos- 
eph’s’’ cherry color to victory. Mayonaise, 
who had wonthe one thousand, was going 
to squanderthe field in the Oaks—would 
win bythe distance from the post tothe 
paddock. Immediately following her came 
a “bit of a thing,“ with George Fordham, in 
blue and silver, on her back; but few 
regarded her in their excitement 
concerning the mighty Mayon- 
aise. But alack for the vanity 
of human judgment! Opposite the stand the 
mighty Mayonaise stood nearly still, and lit- 
tle Summerside won the race for Lord Lon- 
desborough. Since that time Mr. Crawfurd’s 
luck has mended apace, and revived, if it 
have not exceeded, the glory of Alec Taylor’s 
stable, when St. Albans rchieved his victo- 
ries in Metropolitan, Chester Cup, and St. 
Legar, and Savernake, like Pell Mell, was 
within an ace of pulling off the Derby. Dear 
old Mr. Payne, who remained a friend of Mr. 
Crawfurd’s tothe day of his death, happily 
lived long enough to see the „all searlet’”? at 
last win the Derby on Sefton. Meanwhile 
Craig Millar won the St. Leger, and Mr. 
Crawfurd established a species of proprietary 
right in the City and Suburban and the 
Goodwood stakes. Some of Mr. Crawturd’s 
horses are at Manton. In Belgrave Square 
Mr. Crawfurd has a gallery of winners 

ainted by Mr. Lutyens in a style which con- 
rasts strongly with the signboard method 
preferred by the old school of racchorse 
painters.

Fond of driving a pretty roan pony in a 
basket-carriage, the Duchess of Montros:

art of Mr. Crawfurd’s great stud of race- 
— is kept at Sherrard's, the remainde! 
being stlil with Alec Taylor at Manton. But 
what with Mr.Crawfurd’s, Mr. Keene’sand sir 
John Asticy’s horses,some sixty-six thor- 
oughbreds are now at iron-vated Bedford 
Lodge, one of the finest, if not absolutely the 
finest, training-stables extant. The Duchess 
of Montrome is fond of looking in at Bedford 
Lodge just as the horses have been done up in 
the afternoon to that pitch of perfection 
which admits of a tartan pattern being mark- 
ed on their ehining flanks. tis a good con- 
stitutional walk round the stables, especially 
if the “hovels,’’ as thev are called are inalud- 
odin the excursion. These bhovels combine a 


* 


variety of excellences. They are outlying 
stables, only a few boxes of which are in one 
huilding, and thus lessen the danger of in- 
fluenza infecting the whole stable. Being 
covered with thatch, they are cool in summer 
and warm in winter. It is said that horses 
„do“ exceedingly well in them at all times; 
and they are very pretty chaumieres to look 
upon, With their pitched gates and enclosures 
und walls covered with creeping plants. 
In these hovels are bestowed the future hope 
of the stable in two-year-olds, smart 
Hermits especially, and the splendidly- 
grown Rowell—perhaps a good name fora 
pedestrian, but a detestable one for a horse, 
as suggesting the spur. Atthe far end, near 
the paddocks, are established in hovels side 
by side very worthy tenants. One of these 
is Sefton, who in the hands of Constable, poor 
lad, cut down the Derby field at the furzes, 
and won the Blue Ribbon “all the way.” 
Sefton is as hardy and as sound as a bell, and 
is also the best-patured horse in the world, as 
gentle asa lady’s hack. Next door is the 
already well-known young Hermit, the year- 
ling bought by Sir George Chetwynd, and 

erhaps the finest animal of her age ever be- 
eld. A pleasant walk past hedges which it 
would do Sir George Wombwelt good to see, 
and then commences the round of the stables 
proper. Good old Chevronel, who began to 
win as soon as Lord Rosebery seld him to 
„the Mate“ and has gone on winning—at 
Epsom—ever since,is one of the first to be 
looked over. Then Emma Melbourne ex- 
pects a glance, and next Foxhall, second in 
the City and Suburban to Bend Or, anda 
long string of Mr. Keene’s American bred 
horses, good, powerful animals, mostly of 
that sorrel or hard chestnut color to which 
American horses incline. There is perhaps 
a want of “quality” about these foreigners, 
Foxhall excepted; but they appear sound 
staying animals. Don Fulano, whocontrived 
to get third in the Guineas, is by no means a 
„taking“ animal; and it is a great treat to 
ascend from this every day kind of merit, 
this level best’’ sort of beast, to a genuine 
aristocrat like Peter, without a doubt the 
handsomest racehorse in England. Peter, 
who was disqualified forthe Derby by the 
death of Gen. Peel, is quite as beautiful as 
he is good, which is saying a great deal, and 
every one will congrstulate Sir John Astley 
on having bought such a rare good horse 
with part of his winnings on the Chester cup, 

A CONGENIAL COUPLE. 

All these thoroughbreds, their doings at va- 
rious weights, their historv and peculiarities, 
are well known to the hospitable host and 
hostess of Sefton Lodge. It is not certain 
whether the Duchess of Montrose is quite 
such a good judge of a handicap as Laay Em- 
ily Peel, Lady Astleyorthe Marchioness of 
Hastings; but, as her Grace will explain, she 
has not gone racing” for more than the last 
few years, and is, like a young dramatic crit- 
ic, unencumbered alike by tradition or pre- 
judice. Mr. Crawfurd—who, when neither at 
Newmarket, Belgrave Square, nor on some 
racing expedition, sojourns u the south of 
France—is happy in a wife who so thor- 
oughly sympathizes with his favorite pur- 
suit, and who has made his ‘racing box“ 
ut Newmarket as pleasant and as fash- 
ionable as the big houses in Belgrave Square, 
and even more so. There is an excellent rea- 
son for this. Social Newmarket, during at 
least the principal meetings, is very much to 
London as Baden was to Paris in the old time 
before vulgarity heralded extinction. It is 
like the small inner Baden of the best period, 
with the significant exception, natural to 
England, that the society is entirely free from 
the admixture of literary or artistic persons. 
Nobility, speaking but one language and liv- 
ing in the open air, is not specially tolerant 
of individuals like the late Countde Noeor 
M. Vivier, who faisaient les delices of Baden 
inthe good old wicked time. The genera! 
average of Upper House, county baronet and 
bucolic witis leavened, however, by Lord 
Rosslyn and Lord Roseberry. The former of 
these noblemen is famous for suggesting 
names for colts, and is supposed to spend 
hours in his library preparing impromptus; 
and the latteris always handy witha reply. 
One mighty mustache is not so frequent as of 
old at Sefton Lodge, where he and bis acco:n- 
plished wife were ever Welcome guests. Sir 
Peel“ is no longer constant to Newmirket, 
and leaves a great gap «ven in that large and 
agreeable society which surrounds Mr. Craw- 
furd and the Duchess of Montrose.

Alleged Adulterations That Materially 
Lessen the Cost of Manufacture. 
From the New York Sun. 


Is there any pure ice cream? Well,“ a 
Third avenue- confectioner said, I claim to 
make ice cream of pure materials, but I can- 
not afford to sell it at the price laid down by 
the large manufacturers. They charge $1 a 
gallon; I charge $1 50, and, although I give 
my customers a pure article for their money, 
I don’t suppose that I make nearly as much 
profit out of a gallon as the large firms make 
who sell it 50 cents cheaper.“ 

“Why y?? 

The reason is plain enough. If you read 
this postal card it will give you the key to 
the whole mystery.’’ 

THE GELATINE. 
NEW YORK, May 14, 1881. 

DEAR Sin: We herewith send sample; please 
give itafair trial. Price 50 cents per pound. 
Respectfully yours, . 

This sample packet contained two ounces 
of what was called gelatine, andis said to 
make one and a half quarts of crystalline 
jelly. In reality.” the confectioner continu- 
ed, “it is nothing more nor less than a fair 
. glue, Which can be bought at any 

rug store. The cost is estimated at from 25 
cents to 30 cents a — It is not even gel- 
atine, for gelatine is usually sold in sheets. 
These two ounces are sufficient to make two 
galions of ice cream. It is first melted in 
lukewarm milk ard then poured into the 
freezer to give the cream body. Nearly all 
the large manufacturers use it, and in pro- 
portion to the amount of glue they put in, the 
less cream they require. It is quite easy to 
tell when ice cream is adulterated. It has a 
— appearance. somewhat like Charlotte 

tusse, and if vou plunge aa spoon into 
it you. will almost feel the air 
rushing out. After eating it a pecu- 
liar sensation is felt in the throat. This arises 
from two causes: First, from the gelatine, so 
called; and secondly, from the adulterated 
flavoring that is used. For instance, the 
lemon flavor is obtained from oil of lemons: 
the strawberry flavor from concentrated 
strawberry, which, in turn, is made from 
ether; the vanilla extract from alcohol, as it 
does not pay to make it from the beans, which 
cost $10 per pound. That is how some man- 
ufacturers get their flavoring. It is not un- 
common for big dealers to put bone dust in 
their white sugar, so that you see there is an- 
other item of adulteration.” 

What does a quart of pure ice cream cost 
you? 

A quart of pure ice cream costs 20 cents. 
I can buy cream for 15 cents, but it isn’t pure. 
Four fresh eggs cost 8 cents, a half pound 
white standard sugar 5 cents, flavorimg 3 cents, 
ice and salt 3 cents; total,39 cents. This will 
give a little over a quart, and I generally put 
the actual cost of a quart at about 30 cents, or 
$120 per gallon. leaving a margin of 30 
cents profit. The fact is, no wholesale man- 
ufacturer can —— pure ice cream at $1 
per gallon, and therefore they have to put 
glue into it in order to make a big profit on 
their sales. No honest confectioner will ob- 
ject to let his customers know what he puts 
into his ice cream, and when he does you can 
always make up vour mind that there is some 
thing wrong.’’ 


Thackeray’s Play. 
From the New York Tribune. 

In Punch“ (a new farcical comedy), says 
the Pall Mall Gazette, Mr. I. J. Byron is 
said to have approached closer than usual to 
the master of bis inspiration, Charles Dick- 
ens. The play sounds well, for Mr. Byron 
has the happy knack of suggesting an author 
of the people without slavishly imitating him. 
How strange it is that Mr. Robertson in 
‘Caste,’ ‘Ours’ and countless plays so directly 
pointed at Thackeray and derived his tone 
from him, while Mr. Byron just as obviously 
sits atthe feet of Charles Dickens. George 
d’Alroy is as Thackerayan in essence as is 
eld Middlewick a replica of Dickens. And 
yet neither Thackeray nor Dickens ever wrote 
a play.“ This called forth the following correc- 
tion from a correspondent: It is not quite 
correct to say that Mr. Thackeray never wrote 
aplay. The ‘Wolves and the Lamb’ is to be 
found among bis collected writings, in the 
last volume of the later editions. When first 
written this little play was offered to several 
ofthe Loudon theaters, but without success. 
Years afterward, on the occasion of a sort of 
‘house-warming’ which Mr. Thackeray gave 
at his new house in Palace Gardens, the 
Wolves and the Lamb’ was acted by an in- 
teresting amateur company, the author him- 
self speaking a prologue. Subsequently it 
was performed at one of the London thea- 
ters—I think the Olympic—but was with- 
drawn afterafew nights. The plot of the 
play is identical with that of the novel, ‘Lovel 
the Widower,’ and treats of his favorite sub- 
ject of mothers-in- law.“ We may add that 
the mistake as to Dickens is more remarka- 
ble. He wrote two burlettas and a comic op- 
era, Which were performed in 1836~’37 at the 
St. James Theater; a farce, ‘*The Lamplight- 
er,“ never acted, recast as a story; and, with 
Mark Lemon, a farce called Mr. Nightin- 
gele’s Diary,“ performed at Devonshire 
Jiouse in 1851 and published by J. R. Osgood 
& Co. in 1877. 


A Coming Prize Fight. 
From the New York Sun. 

The propcsed match between the heavy- 
weight pugilists, Paddy Ryan of Troy and 
Jobn Sullivan of Boston, is about as geod as 
made. Sullivan at first wished to fight with 
hard cioves, declaring that he had no wish to 
get into the State prison, but afterward ex- 
pressed his witlingness to fight with naked 
fists for $1,000 a side. Ryan would not fight 
for less than $5,000 a side, and Sullivan, who 
was in the city last week, said he would go 
back to Boston and find backers. He was 
successful, and vesterday his representative 
called on Ryan's backers and said that Sul- 
livan was ready to make tbe match 
as Ryan proposed. Richard K. Fox 
posted forfeit of 5500 for Ryan with Frank 
Queen of the Clipper. This was aeccompan- 
ied by a letter in which Mr. Fox said that 
Ryan wished the fight totake place within 
100 miles of either Pittsburg or Detroit, 
within three or four months from the time of 
signing the articles, and to be deeided ac- 
cording to the rules of the London prize 
ring. Monday, June 27, was named in the 
letter as the time for the principals to meet 
at the Clipper office and sign articles of 
agreement and post an additional $500. Mr. 
Fox added that he was posting $5,000 merely 
to prove who was the champion pugilist of 
the world, and that after the battle was de- 
cided he would match the winner to fight 
any man in the world—no matter whether 
the winner was Ryan, his champion, or Sulli- 
vun tor the same amount.

A French Experiment. 
From the Paul Mall Gazette. 


The French Government are just now try- 
ing an experiment in Algeria, the result of 
which may be useful to us if we are. ever 
again eonfronted with Irish distress similar 
to that of the beginning of last year. The 
want of rain has ruined all prospects of a 
harvest inthe department of Oran, and in 
great part of the department of Algiers. The 
Council General of Algiers made itself the in- 
terpreter of the anxieties of the people— 
both natives and colonists—in its recent ses- 
sion, and called upon the home government 
to vote extraordinary credits for the purpose 
of repairing or at least diminishing the con- 
sequences of the disaster. The Governor 
General has already taken measures to meet 
the most pressing necessities of the 
case. The woods belonging to the 
State have been freely opened to 
the sheep and cattle which could find no pas- 
turage ewewhere, and instructions have been 
given to the staff of the Ponts et Chaussees 
in Algeria te increase the number of work- 
shops, ete., for able-bodied men. Several 
projects of railways have been submitted to 
the Minister of Public Works, and once they 
are sanctioned their execution will be hure- 
ried forward with the greatest activity. It is 
not, however, enough to give the people 
work; they also want food and seed corn; 
anda bill has just been submitted to the 
French Chamber ia the name of M. Grevy to 
open a credit of £80,000 for the supply of those 
urgent needs. It will be of interest to note 
how this direct alms is administered; but the 
French example will be of still greater value 
as helping to determine the question whether 
relief works are necessarily associated with 
the evils whieh discredited them in 1848, or 
whether it was only our vicious system of ad- 
ministering them that was to blame. 


A Lost Lover. 
From a Washington Letter. 


The officers of the Government receive 
some very amusing letters now and again. 
Gen. Walker, the Superintendent of the 
Census, received a doleful account the other 
day ofa lost lover. The letter was a bona 
fide ope and was from a lady, an unmarried 
lady, from one of the Southern States. She 
said her lover left her fifteen years ago, tak- 
ing with him, as a loan from her, a few hun- 
dred dollars that her uncle had left her. She 
gave the name of her lover as also her own, 
and said her lover might possibly be dead. 
She had certainly not heard from him since 
he went away, although she had taken great 
trouble to ind out his whereabouts. She 
bad been waiting for the names of the census 
tobe published, but she was getting tired of 
waiting.

LAKE MINNETONKA. 


Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

LAKE MINNETONKA, June 18.—The festival 
and the races being over the people will now 
begin to wind up the year’s business and to 
select their respective summer resorts, and 
therefore I presume some of your readers 
will be interested in knowing how 
things are here this season. 
We left St. Louis on the C., B. and Q. Short 
Line at the comfortable hour of 9:27 o’clock 
a.m.and arrived here at noon next day. 
The first dinner station has been moved and 
the quality of the meal is greatly improved 
by the change. We missed the hotel car 
from Monmouth, but had an hour for supper 
at Burlington. The road all the way from 
Burlington to Minneapolis is smooth and in 
very fine order. The sleeper run through is 
one of Pullman's best. The branch 
or cut off road from Hop- 


kins to this lake will be finished in a 
fortnight so that passengers from the South 
need not go to Minneapolis. This lake is be- 
tween St. Louis and Minneapolis. 

The crops all — the route are in fine 
condition and promise to be abundant, but it 
has been raining hea and there may be 
trouble on that accou If there be not too 
much rain the yield will be enormous. This 
and all the Minnesota lakes are high. 

Three rai/roads are being built from Mu- 
neapolis westwardly on or near the southern 
and western shores of this lake, and one 
along its northern side. The latter is a 
branch of the Pacific, and is mainly intended 
to carry excursionists from St. Paul, and thus 
make this lake an appurtenance to that city 
as well as to Minneapolis. The same inter- 
ests are buildinga very large and elegant 
side-wheel steamer which they call the City 
of Minneapolis. 

At the same time the Washburnes 
have almost completed and have now moored 
at Wyzata aside-wheeler which in its pro- 
portions and all its appointments, is far su- 
perior to anything here or on any other West- 
ern lake. They have named her the City of 
St. Louis, thus showing a desire to compli- 
ment our city and cultivate relations with us, 
which it would be well for 
us to reciprocate. There are already 
one large sternwheel and three Ferew 
steamers and any number of smaller crafts 
afloat on the Jake. There are three first-class 
hotels, the chief one being the Hotel St. 
Louis, and I know aot how many smaller ones 
allaroundthe lake. In short Lake Minne- 
tonka is another illustration of the wonderful 
rapidity of the transformation going on in the 
Northwest. Five years ago the lake remained 
almostin its primeval condition. Now its 
shores are surrounded with railroads, its 
banks are studded with hotels 
and villas, and its bosom covered with all 
kinds of boats, large andsmall, all regularly 
inspected under a recent law of the State. 
The eagle and the owl, the savages of the 
forest, have been driven away, amd have been 
succeeded by the little songsters who no 
longer dread their natural foe. For one: I 
prefer the company of nature to that of man; 
the solitude of the frontier with all 
its hardships to the luxuriance and ease 
of metropolitan life. The scream of the 
eagle, the wierd laugh of the loon and the 
solitary hooting of the owl, with good hunt- 
ing, more fish than one could eat or give 
away, with the Spartan dinner, “a good 
appetite and something to eat,“ a simple bed 
of straw to sleep on, a good blanket, the 
splendid skies and brilliant stars of Minne- 
sota for a coverfng—are far preferable to the 
fleets of boats, brass bands and bunting, easy 
beds and bigh board, finely ressed 
men and women (or rather 
gentlemen and ladies) and dishes 
enough for dinner to give the dyspepsia to an 
ostrich. The spiritof Daniel Boone once im- 
bibed is never ſost, but although a natural 
sentiment it is never felt, except by one who 
has lived in the frontier wilderness and 
while I retain my fondness for this lake, I 
regret the change that has come over it. 
But the comforts of the city 
are congenial and necessary o those 
born and raised inthe city, and these im- 
provements will recommend this place to 
them. Send my POST-DISPATCH to the Hotel 
St. Louis until further directions. I have 
not seen a paper or heard of Gartield or Conk- 
ling fora week.

Voudooism.

If the most famous or infamous of alleged 
witches in New York were to die the occur- 
rence would not be of interest to more thana 
hundred or two people, all of them rather 
weak minded, butthe death of tbe **Voudoo 
Queen’’ at New Orleans last week was con- 
sidered of suflicient importance to be tele- 
graphed throughout the country as news. 
Voudoo, or voudooism,is about the only faith 
that the ancestors of our colored fellow citi- 
zens brought from Africa with them, but it 
has a vitality for which the strong- 
est orthodox creed would gladly 
trade a doven first-class church buildings. 
It is not exactly a religion, but it is the near- 
est 32 to one that the native African 
had, being a firm belief in the interposition 
of unseen powers through the media of hu- 
man beings, and a century or more of indus- 
trious baptizing, preaching and praying 
has not made serious headway against it. A 
plantation negro may trust in the Lord while 


his digestion is good and his family relations 


are satisfactory, but ir his wife treats 
bim coolly or neuralgia follows an 
all night coon hunt in the swamps, that 
negro at once fears that he is being ‘*vou- 
dooed,” and he will work, steal or do any- 
thing else to get money to pay some one of 
the many witenes or dots who claim 
influence at voudoo headquartets. Imported 
fuiths generally die with the people who 
bring them over, but voudooism, instead of 
dying, took vigorous root in many Southern 
sections that were colonized from the south 
of Europe, and voudoo witches who have 
seemed to prove their faith by their works, or 
who are bideous enough to be placated for 
their own dreadful sakes, are as much con- 
sulted by the whites as by col- 
ored people. The death of the late 
„queen“ will be more likely to increase the 
belief than abate it, for the mere thought of 
such a forbidding old hag being now immor- 
tal wi frighten her late devotees into spend- 
ing all their money for assurances of exemp- 
tion from harm. Farragut was *‘voudooed”’ 
in New Orleans, and so was Grant when he 
appeared there, and thousands daily expected 
that the curse would strike in. The strange 
thing about the practice, however, is that it 
does not work further north, for there is big 
money every winter fora reliable voudoo at 
Washington, while one at Albany might to- 
morrow make an independent fortune.

THE COLLEGE DISPENSARIES. 


Why the CityiCan’t Accept the Proffer 
of the Faculties. 


Dr. P. Gervais Robinson, Deangof the Fa- 
culty of the Missouri Medical College, has 
submitted to the Mayor a written proposition 
relative to the free treatment of the indigent 
sick at the college on Twenty-third street 
and Lucas avenue. The college is willing to 
furnish treatment if the city will supply 
drugs. Dr. Robinson reiterates the plan of 
dividing the city into districts, with free 


dispensaries at the Missouri Col- 
lege, the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons on North Market street, and the 
St. Louis College on Seventh and Myrtle. He 
says that each member of the faculty would 
look after the cases coming under his special 
branch of the profession, and thus the poor 
would get the very best of treatment. He 
thinks that by this system the number of 
hospital patients would be greatly reduced. 
In conclusion the dean writes: 

This plan proposed is eminently pro bono 
publico, for while the indigent sick receive 
most careful attention they furnish by their 
yresence at our clinics material for public 
nstruction in that department of education 
which conduees as well to the public well 
being as to the health of individuals. This 
plan I may say is satisfactorily pursued in our 
sister city of Chicago.“ 

It will be observed that Dr. Robinson's 
proposition ignores the colleges of the Eclec- 
tics and of the Homeaopathists. The great 
difficulty in the way of the Board of Health 
adopting the suggestion of free dispensaries 
in connection with the medical schools seems 


to be tbe law. The city can dispense charity 


to individuals, but it cannot appropriate men- 
ey to institutions of organizations to do thi. 
So far no method of supplying the colleges 
with drfigs Ww bicn would not 
be violation of the charter las been discov- 
ered. The problem is as far from solution 
as when the dispensary drug store was first 
closed. 


THE COMMISSIONER’S CHOICE. 


How the Closing of the Dispensary Drug 
Store Came About. 

There is a disposition in some parts of the 
City Hall to load the responsibility of the 
closing of the Dispensary on Health Commis- 
sioner Francis ina manner which misrepre- 
sents his position. In reply to a question by a 
PostT-Di1srpaTcu reporter this morning that 
ofticial said that when the appropriations 
were being made, he direeted attention to 
the — necessity for new boilers 
at the Poor The Boiler 
Inspector has declared them not 
only unsuitable for the purpose, but 
very dangerous. They arejof the old tubular 
pattern and last winter the health commis- 
sioner was constantly oppressed with the 
feur that they would go up carrying destruc- 
tion among his 250 pauper charges. 
The necessity for a structure to 
relieve the Insane Asylum is also very press- 
ing. When Mr. Francis asked for these things 
he wastold that additional appropriations 
could not be made. If he made these changes 
it wouid be necessary to cut somewhere else. 
Mr. Francis said he regarded the boilers and 
the building as undispensable, and that he 
would prefer to transfer the money required 
for them from the Dispensary drug fund than 

without; them.

By the transfer 

of the Dispensary fund the Health Commis- 

sioner increased the general sanitary fund so 

that he will be able to give increased atten- 

tion to nuisances and to conditions 

affecting the health of the whole city.

Fire inthe Building of the Louisville 
Paper—Losses and Insurance. 

LOUISVILLE, KyY., June 22—As to the fire 
in the Courier-Journal building at midnight, 
reports shows the stock room contained 
$6,000 or $7,000 worth of paper, which was 
destroyed by fireand water. The material in 
the building was also badly damaged by water 
and increased t he loss in stock 
to about 510,000. All the 
wood work in the§ stock room was badly 
burned, and with the damage from water 
covered the loss onthe building of about $3, - 
000, as near as could be estimated, though 
the water ran down through the entire 
building, in the stores fronting 
on Fourth street. $125,000 insurance is held 
by Gleason & Dayidson’s agency on the 
building and $35,000 on the stock inthe job 
department, which is owned by R. W. Mere- 
dith & Co. Close investigation failed to re— 
veal the origin of the fire. There 
had been no fire or lamp in 
the stock room. The nearest light 
to it was twenty feet from the stock room 
door. It is supposed to have been caused 
by the flue of the stereotyphers’ furnace 
which passes throughthe stock room. The 
following is the statement of insurance on 
the stock destroyed: Union of 
California $2,000, Fireman’s fund 
of San Francisco 2,400, L. L. 
and 6.2, 000, Rochester German $5,000, New 
Hampshire $2,500, Imperial and Northern 
$2,500, La Contiance $2,000, British American

MORE NOTARIES. 
The Supplemental List—A_ Political 
Test—Questions of Eligibility. 


The Governor must have lost another list 
of Notaries. At any rate, since the “stop- 
over” on Monday, the following names have 


been given out semi-oflicially as among those 
who are to receive commissions, being sup- 
— to those made public when the 

overnor was en routg to New York: George 
W. Gilson, Frank McCabe, Richard M. John- 
gon, Ed. F. Berkley, John J. Fitzwilliam, 
Charles ©. Pollock, James Essex, Henry Pas- 
chall, Simeon Ray, Estill McHenry, Richard 
Walsh and M. R. Cullen. 

It is given out semi-officially by those who 
claim toenjoy Mr. Crittenden’s confidence 
and who saw him Monday that the original 
list is to be snbjected to a good deal of 
change. Wis excellency was mortified when 
he learned that in bis zeal to serve personal 
friends he had sacriticed pasty obligations 
and had given nearly half ofthe appointments 
to Republicans. Inrevising the list politics 
will have a good deal to do with the thinning- 
out process. 

The question of eligibility has arisen with 
regard to two of the appointees. It is claim- 
ed by some that Notaries under the new law 
must be qualified citizens of St. Louis. This 
would make null the issue of commissions to 
Henry A. Newmar,*he deputy tobacco inspec- 
tor whose family live in Randolph county, and 
W. C. Hobbs, an Iowa lawyer who took up 
his residence in St. Louis less than twelve 
months aco. : 

The ordinance recently passed by the Muni- 
cipal Assembly provides for a 
Deputy Recorder of Voters, but gives 
him a salary of only $300 a 
year, The scheme was to give the place to 
one ofthe new Notaries, who between fees 
apd salary would eke outa comfortable live- 
hood. John J. Fitzwilliam, at present 
clerk for Health Cammissioner Francis, has 
been mentioned for the double position, but 
it turns out that both the Deputy Recorder- 
ship and the Notaryship are State offices and 
can not be held together. Since this discov- 
ery the three hundred dollar position hasn't 
been in urgent request.

Amen OLD TIME. 


The Legion-of ‘Honor Has Lots of 
Fun With Dr. Wm. Rielly, 


— 


And the Docter Now Proposes to Sue 
Them for Assault and Battery. 


The American Legion of Honor has a flour- 
ishing council situated on Twenty-third and 
Franklin avenue, named Marquette, where 
every Monday night the shrieks of the victims 
who are subjected to its mysterious initiations 
break out on the night air and the neighbor- 
hood wonders what new devilment the boys 
are upto. The ledge is composed largely of 
Second street people, with a sprinkling of 
roving blades in it who are always up for 
some new kind of fun. The 
morale of the lodge is evidenced 


by the officers who are R. 8. MacDonali, 
Frank Ring, Morrison Renshaw and a num- 
ber of others of that kidney. Last Monday 
night the council was called to order as usual, 
and after the opening prayers had been re- 
cited the lodge was declared ready for the 
initiation of candidates, There is a Tenth 
street physician, Dr. William Rielly, who has 
been induced to jointhe order under false 
pretenses, and it was for his funeral that 
the torches were being lit. 

He is a large, full-bearded dignified man, al- 
together unable to appreciate plavfulness 
when directed against himself, anu rather apt 
to believe that the prestige of his profession 
would protect him from the ribald assaults 
of the unedified. He was introduced to the 
body by Mr. Brooks, andthe following are 
his experiences as told to a %sympathizing 
friend. His eyes were bandaged tightly in 
the ante-room, and he was then led 
into the jeouncil hall where va- 
rious vulgar practical jokes were played 
upon him. It 18 said that his body was meas- 
ured and the measurements recorded by the 
scribe, who did his work in a most flippant 
and frivolous manner; that this being done 
the Doctor was required to elimb to the peak 
of confidence and cast himself off from the 
precipice at the command of the Chancellor 
whose lawful orders he had pledged himself 
to obey. This feat is aecomplished 
by leading a blindfolded man up 
and down a see-saw board until 
he imagines himself about fifty feet from the 
ground, when as a matter of fact he is not 
more than eighteen inches up. When. 
word comes to cast himself off the victim 
seldom fails to refuse, and to emphasize his 
refusal by clutching a desperate hold upon 
the pole whence it becomes necessary to pry 
him off and cast bim into the abyss. It seems 
that one of the tests of the order is the collec- 
tion of damaging testimony about 
aneophyte whichis sprung upon him in one 
part of the initiation, — which consists 
simply of very mean personal questions, con- 
taining inuendoes of the most damaging de- 
scription. Dr. Rielly had never been ini- 
tiated into a secret society before, and ‘conse- 
quently all of this work was new and serious 
to him, and he did not take 
kindly to it at all. In fact 
in the middle of the plank walking he broke 
from the guides and succeeded in reaching 
the door, out of which he escuped to the 
street with all of the regalia of the order up- 
on him. Chase was made but he was not 
overtaken. When the Doctor woke up next 
morning the more he thought about the 
thing the madder he Lot. 
He conceived it his duty 
to warn innocent outsiders of the ruflianly 
character of the lodge which he denounees in 
no measured terms as acollection of Mo- 
hawks utterly devoid either of reason or de- 
cency. Marquette Council at its next meet- 
ing will bring the Doctor up for trial upon a 
charge of reaking his obligation and 
giving away the secrets of the order, 
and it is whispered that a com- 
mittee of stalwart young men has been ap- 
pointed to bring the Doctor before the Coun- 
cil next Monday night, nolens volens. Inthe 
meantime ne has announced his intention of 
swearing out a warrant charging the Council 
with assault and battery and malicious 
defamation of character. The row is a very 
pretty one and is apt to fur- 
nich more developments. The only 
pity isthatthe Doctor did not get through 
the initiation completely, so that the whole 
eccret work might be exploited.

THE ELECTRIC LIGHT. 


Edison Light if the City Coun- 
cil Grants Permission.

the Pipes for the Light and 
Supply Motor Power. 


The ordinance introduced in the Council 


of a project which will be of great import- 
ance to St. Louis. 

The ordinance proposes to grant authority 
tol[Chas. P. Chouteau, Chas. Parsons, Dan. 
Catlin, Chas. C. Moffit, Edwin Harrison, 
Julius Walsh, Thos. E. Tutt, Geo. E. Leigh- 
ton, Pierre Chouteau, J. G. Chapman and 
hugh McKittrick to open streets,to lay pipes, 
etc., for lighting houses and streets. 


to use electricity as a motive power, the 
franchise to run for thirty years. The gen- 
tlemen interested are all weil-known and re- 
sponsible. They have been considering the 
project of electric lighting for some 
time, and while no organization 
has been perfected they stand ready to go on 
with the work wheneyer permission is grant- 
ed. Mr. Chas. Parsons was seen this morn- 
ing and he detailedthe plans as far as they 
have been perfected. The company 
proposesto use the Edison light, the same 
that is now in use in parts of New York. The 
Edison method isto lay pipes about three 
inches in diameter along the 
streets in the same manner as 
water piping is now put down. 
Through this pipe run two half cevlindrical 
bars of copper, earrying positive and nega- 
tive currents of electricity. Wires leading 
from these bars enter each house 
and are then branched off 
80 as to supply every light. 
The Edison plan has been successful and in 
one district in New York 900 houses are using 
it. The St. Louiscompany propose to adopt 
the same scheme as that in use in the East. 
No arrangement has been made in regard to 
the central manufactory as yet, 
but this matter will be arranged as soon as 


granted. It is proposed to use the 
electricity for lighting houses and 
for running light machinery, and hoisting ap- 
paratus. The lamp used will be the same as 
that employed in New York and consists ofa 
piece of carbonized bamboo cane burning in 
avacuum. The lamp will burn from five 
hundred to seven bundred hours, and when 
the cane is destroyed the lamp 
must be replaced by another. 
Mr. Parsons examined the light during a late 
visit to New York, and he says that it burns 
brilliantly and steadily wit ut anv flicker. 
It is giving great satisfaction in the East. Its 
introduction here will be a great benefit. 

Mr. Parsons says that the gentlemen whose 
names are mentioned stand ready to furnish 
sufficient money to put the scheme into active 
operation as soon as the Council favors the 
proposition.
